Harry Von Borstel, 30, of 11 North Remsen avenue, Wappingers 


Falls, was accidentally electrocuted Sunday morning while working 
on a'pole of the Central Hudson Gas and Electric Corporation in the 
vicinity of Shaft 2 of the New York city water project. 


Frank Montefore, 24, of Plattekill died of a broken neck in St. 


Luke's Hospital, Newburgh, as the result of an automobile crash on 
Route 55. near Clintondale about 3s 
o'clock Sunday morning. 


As a result of the Route o5 acci- 


dent Richard Farnum, 20, also of 
Plattekill, is held in the Ulster 
county jail to await the action of 
the grand pury on a charge of 
criminal negligence in the opera- 
tion of a motor vehicle. 


Lineman 14 years 


Borstel, a veteran of 14 years 


service with the company, had 
gone to the top of a pole to make 
changes in the lines preparatory 
to converting a 33,000 volt line 
into a 66,000 volt line. Working 
over a secondary line which car- 
ried 2,400 he wore rubber gloves 
when he went up the pote- How- 
ever, according to J. Ernest Doo- 
little, manager of the Poughkeep- 
sie district, Von Borstel changed 
his rubber gloves for canvas work- 
ing gloves after he had com- 
menced his work. 
The line upon which he was 


working at the time was dead and 
apparently as he slacked off the 
dead line it came in contact with 
the 2,400 volt line and the entire 
charge passed through his body.

Mr. Von Borstel was engaged with 
a service crew which was making 
ready to convert the main line 
into a 66,000 volt line and had 
been engaged in work about a 
line which had been cut out when 
he slacked off on the line which 
came in contact with the live 
line.

of the torpedoing in

Sigmund 
Freud, j 


who died here Saturday night, 
may edit and publish his views on 
the mentality of Adolf Hitler. 


The scientist's son, Martin, said i 


today his father died in a coma, 
but that "his spirit was unbroken 
by his long illness and even his 
migration from Vienna at the age 
of 82." 


Freud was forced to move to 


England a little more than a year 
ago after the German-Austrian 
anschluss. 


Sigmund Freud long was known 


as "the father of psychoanalysis." 
but in later years was more ac- 
curately described as "the prophet 
of the sub-conscious." His re- 
searches in the dim recesses of 
buried' human thought brought 
him world-wide acclaim and many 
honors, but in the 'end his relig- 
ious heritage of Judaism made 
him a victim of nazi anti Semit- 
ism after "anschluss" of Germany 
and Austria and ori June 4, 1938, 
he fled his beloved Vienna to pass 
his final days in London exile. 


Thpn 82 years old and afflicted 


with throat trouble which had 
bothered him since 1923, he ar- 
rived in the British capital vir- 
tually penniless. All his property 
in Vienna had been confiscated and 
it was said later that he had been 
allowed to depart only after an 
emergency committee of the Amer- 
ican Psychoanalytic Association

By per- 
suading his patients to confess 
their dreams, he said he gained 
confirmation of many of his theo- 
ries and, meanwhile, brought re- 
lief to troubled minds. 


His Personal Life Colorless 
Freud's personal life was vir- 


tually devoid of the abnormal. He 
was born May 6,1856, at Freiburg, 
a German community in Moravia, 
of Jewish parents. When he was 
four the family moved to Vienna, 
and there- he remained until 1938. 


He studied medicine at the Uni- 


versity of Vienna, was a prize pu- 
pil in physiology under Bruecke 
and in anatomy under Meynert, 
and won his doctorate in 1881. His 
record brought him a k;ctorship at 
the university, then a scholarship i 
which in 1886 enabled him to go 
to Paris for study under Prof. Jean 
Martin Charcot, creator of the 
world's outstanding neurological 
clinic. It was in Paris that Freud 
first persuaded neurotics to whis- 
per their inmost thoughts into his 
ear, enabling him, ,he said, to ex- 
plain away their troubles. 


For 10 years he worked alone or. 


his theories. In 1906 he was joined 
by a number of colleagues, includ- 
ing Alfred Adler, Carl Jung and 


Ernest Jones, and in 1906 the first 
International Congress of Psycho- 
, analysts was held in Salzburg. The 
[congress met biennially thereaft- 
'er. 


In 1909 Freud and Jung deliv- 


ered a series of lectures at Clark 
University, Worcester, Mass., and 
interest in their subject grew so 
'rapidly that in 1910 an interna- 
tional association of psychoana- 
lysts was formed with branches in 
most countries of the world, the 
chief ones being British and Amer- 
ican. 


Freud married in 1886 and be- 


came the father of three sons and 
three daughters. Frau Freud kept 
his household moving peacefully. 
They lived in one apartment 45 
years and she accompanied her 
aged husband into his London ex- 
ile. One of the sons, Martin, han- 
dled most of his father's business af- 
fairs and a daughter, Anna, be- 
came his chief assistant and was 
regarded by him as his probable 
successor in the field of psycho- 
analysis.

SWEETER MUSIC 


Paul Whiteman, who should know if any- 


body does, says "swing" is waning. You can 
still hear it and see young people dancing to 
if, and vestiges of it may survive for a long 
time, but as a popular fad it seems to be on 
the way out. 


The reason he gives is interesting. College 


students, he says, make or break dance 
styles, and they no longer seem to care for 
swing. They regard it as childish, as "high 
school stuff." The collegians are incurably 
romantic, he explains, and swing hasn't ever 
really fitted their temperaments. What they 
want is the "soft light and sweet music type 
of dancing."

POTATO BUG CONQUEST 


The Japanese beetle and the European 


col n-borer have caused a lot of trouble in 
thib country. Now we learn that another pest 
has migrated, this time from our shores to 
thr Old World.

bus* has become one of Germany's worst 
enemies. It is attacking the principal single 
item of food of the German people. The bug 
\\as not introduced maliciously. It was car- 
ried unnoted in shipments of potatoes sent 
to Europe to feed the A.E.F. in 1917 and 
1918. It began its harmful operations in Eng- 
land and France, but soon spread to Ger- 
man:- and may yet overrun other countries.

land affeclcd studying ways and means to 
conquer it. Control in one country will be of 
no permanent worth unless equally thorough 
control is applied in all the others. Here is a 
common enemy worth fighting, and victory

'dent Roosevelt will not be a candi 
date for a third term, but he will 
select his own time for making 
such an announcement, and i 
probably will not be until early in 
1940, as originally planned. 


To renounce a third term now 


in answer to the direct suggestion 
by former Governor Landon, pre- 
sumably- to remove politics from 
the scene in Washington today 
would have just the opposite 
effect—to start presidential poli- 
tics going in full swing inside the 
Democratic party at a time when 
Mr. Roosevelt is making a su- 
preme effort for unity. 


To ask, furthermore, that the 


President declare himself against 
a third term at the present time 
means merely that a number oi 
people suspect he is being guided 
by political motives in his na- 
tional policies. But it is also true 
that in the Republican camp in 
the United States Senate are sev- 
eral and in the Democratic camp 
as well are some who have been 
mentioned prominently for the 
presidency. Some of these candi- 
dates are opposed to the adminis- 
tration's neutrality program. 


There is, in'other words, on the 


President's side of the argument 
about a third term statement at 
this time a belief that political 
motives can as well be attributed 
to some of the men who are about 
to attempt to frustrate his pro- 
gram in congress. 


If it be assumed that Mr. Roos- 


evelt has third term ambitions, as 
many people have now been as- 
suming for the last three years or 
more, then it must also be as- 
sumed that passage of the neu- 
trality revision program is going 
to be of political benefit to the 
President and not to the many 
Republicans who are going to sup- 
port him. In order to appraise 
political benefits, moreover, it is 
necessary to decide whether a 
presidential candidate can better 
win an election in 1940 on a hav- 
Jng-kept-us-out-of-war policy on a 
war-making policy. 


The principal difficulty of the 


Republican 
side—and while it 


probably has never been shared 
by former Governor Landon, he 
has taken cognizance of it—is that 
a considerable number of anti- 
Roosevelt folks throughout the 
country are obsessed with the no- 
tion that Mr. Roosevelt somehow 
will drag America into war just 
to enable himself to be reelected 
for a third term. This belief is 
based on the premise that, in an 
election year. America would not 
"change horses in midstream" if 
war were on. 


Nothing could irk a man who 


had 
reached the 
eminence of 


President of the United States 
more than an accusation to thp 
effect that he would allow hun- 
dreds of thousands of citizens to 
go to their death .lust to gratify 
his 
political ambition. 
And, if 


any announcement now of big de- 
cision not to be t candidate for 
1940, it would be refusal to yield 
to the importunities of his oppon- 
ents for a statement bated on such 
suspicions. 


It is true that the President has 


laid himself open to unfair attack 
because the New Dealers have in 
the past failed to refrain from 
wounding the sensibilities of their 
opponents by all sorts of innuen- 
does and bitterness.1 It,is also 
true that, when members of the 
President's own cabinet publish 
magazine articles urging a third 
term, the public is bonne* to as- 
sume that such cabinet 
officers 


are acting with the acquiescence 
if not encouragement, of the Pres- 
ident himself. It is also true that 
Mr. Roosevelt has not said one 
word to anybody who has ever dis- 
cussed the 1940 situation with him 
that would indicate his accept- 
ance of a third term nomination. 


There are good reasons,.as for- 


mer Governor Landon disclosed in 
his published 
interview of last 


week, for a President, as leader 
of his party, to try to avoid com- 
mitting himself too early about 
his own succession, but such rea- 
sons, Mr. Landon says, are super- 
seded by the nature of the crisis 
facing the country internationally. 
Unquestionably Mr. Roosevelt to 
date has been influenced by exact- 
'.y the first point of view outlined 
by Mr. Landon, namely that sil- 
ence by a President keeps the 
jarty from splitting apart prema- 
;urely on candidacies, thus con- 
"using and perhaps defeating an 
administration's final program of 
"egislation in Congress.

Sees Hope for 


Man of Future 


Scientist Insists Physical 


Decline Unnecessary; 


Brain Is Key. 


CLEVELAND.—The man of the 


future may not be the stoop-shoul- 
dered, weak-jawed, one-eyed, bulg- 
ing-domed, toothless runt science 
has pictured him, according to Dr. 
Montague Cobb, who studies skulls 
and. skeletons. 


"He may not be a bad-looking 


chap at all," said Dr. Cobb, asso- 
ciate professor of anatom;- at Har- 
vard who spent several months 
studying the collection of skulls at 
the Hamann museum of Western 
Reserve university here. "Hp may 
even have some teeth—if he gets 
enough brains." 


The cause of many tooth troubles 


—crowded teeth, impacted wisdom 
teeth, and possibly tooth decay, orig- 
inated millions of years ago when a 
little animal known as the tarsier 
had the audacity to stand on its 
hind feet, and to use its forepaws 
as hands. 


"The smart little tarsier was a 


tree dweller, and our common an- 
cestor," Cobb said. "He was the 
first animal, we believe, to discover 
the use of the hand for work and 
mischief." 


Hand Work Improved: 


As the tarsier's descendants found 


additional uses for their hands and 
brains, they had less need for toothy 
snouts for f-abbing food. New uses 
lor 
the hands 
required 
bigger 


wains, and bigger brains required 


a bigger brain case. 


After a century or so, the jaw of 


the animal receded while its brains 
bulged forward, crowding the teeth. 


"The tarsier, by standing on its 


hind feet, caused a lot of tooth- 
aches," the scientist said, "but we 
believe now that as evolution ad- 
vances further, and the brain cavi- 
ty becomes still larger, more room 
may be created for the teeth, and 
tooth troubles may become a thing 
of the past. 


"In other words, if man wan's to 


save his teeth, he should develop 
more brains." 


Analyzes Trapeze Artist. 


In his studies to determine the 


fate of the human teeth and di- 
gestive system, Dr. Cobb was inter- 
ested especially in the feats of an 
individual famed in song and verse 
—the man on the flying trapeze. 


"Trapeze artists," he said, finger- 


ing a toothy skull which once be- 
longed to a Neanderthal cave man, 
"are remarkable in their ability to 
hold a woman with their teeth. One 
wouldn't expect such strength in the 
face, but a study of the skull re- 
veals that it is divided into two sec- 
tions—the brain case and the face.", 


While only five fragile bones hold 


on the face, the brain case is held to 
the body by strong muscles," he 
said. 


"I found," said the scientist, "that 


the growth of the huge brain case 
over the front part o£ the head was 
responsible for strengthening of the 
iaws, enabling these acrobat fellows 
to perform their remarkable feats."
